LONDON, June 4—(CP)—Gen. 
Henri Giraud in a broadcast from 
Algiers tonight told the French 
pepole that “the union you have 
so long awaited now is accom- 
plished.” 

Giraud talked on the same pro- 
@ram 4s Gen. Charles de Gaulle 
but Gen. de Gaulle's broadcast was 
jammed so much that it could not 
be recorded by the Associated 
Press Monitor here. Gen, Giraud 
spoke of building up an African 
army and then said: 

“But there is another French 
army to which I am speaking main- 
ly now—the French army at home, 
without arms, without flags, the 
army of the French people who put 
up individual resistance, who sacri- 
fice all and who wait for the great 
moment, the army of prisoners, my 
comrades, whom I knew and who 
wan the hope of their flame burn- 
ing.” 

He went on: 

“French traditions always have 
been aligned with British traditions. 

“Great Britain has been the first 
guarantor of liberty against Fas- 
cism in Europe.” 

He then paid tribute to the Brit- 
{sh, American and Soviet armies 
and said: “Now that union of all 
Frenchmen is achieved, France once 
again takes her place in the ranks 
of the United Nations.’ 

“First comes the’ liberation,’ he 
said. “Then comes liberty. French- 
men who suffer soon will hear the 
thunder of our guns.”

Prof. Charles Moyse, Dean of the 
Faculty of Arts 1903-1920, served till 
after the Great War, leaving. be- 
hind him a-record’ for scholarship 
and devotion second to none of our 
time. Dean Moyse had a quick 
and nimble intelligence — some- 
times to nimble, as it had in it the 
flaw that he talked to so many 
people about so many things that 
he didn’t always remember who 
had said what. I remember I came 
in just for a minute, to his inner 
office one day in the busy hour of 
the morning (this was during the 
Great War), to tell him that a 
rumor had come up from down 
town that the Russians had made 
a complete collapse and signed a 
peace (Brest-Litovsk). Two hours 
later I came into the outer room 
and the Dean called me into his 
private office, closing the door, as 
if for secrecy. “A most extraordin- 
ary rumor has come from down 
town,” he said, “they say that it’s 
all over with Russia—one better 
perhaps keep quiet about it till we 
hear. A man came in here this 
morning,” be continued, “and told 
me about it—respectable looking 
man, to, seemed quite honest.”

RECOMMENDATIONS 

The recommendations of the con- 
ference now go to governments for 
consideration. They fall into four 
main categories: 

1, Establishment of an interim 
commission as a prelude to creation 
of a permanent United Nations 
organization on food and agricul- 
ture to plan world production .and 
distribution. 

2. In countries such as Canada, 
“an expended agricultural econ- 
omy, both in the immediate post- 
wer period when shortages will

» 3. Elimination of trade barriers 
and other restrictions to the flow of 
food from one country to another 
and other methods to facilitate its 
distribution.

But here, as always, what seems 
to be the hardest way is really the 
easiest way, if only we can find 
sufficient strength in our cautious 
souls to take it. For the truth is 
that, in carrying out the plans of 
his geopoliticians, Hitler's propa- 
ganists have been far more success- 
ful than his generals, and in spite 
of the apparent invincibility of his 
military machine, it is precisely in 
the realm: of military operations 
that the Germans are weakest. 


STRATEGIC FAILURES 

We have heard a Jot about the 
close connection that exists be- 
tween Hitler's blueprint of world 
conquest and the victories of his 
armies, but it would be fatal if we 
were to overlook the two occasions 
when a gaping abyss appeared be- 
tween the plans of the Fuehrer and 
their execution by his military 
forces... 

There were the projected in- 
vasion of England scheduled for 
May, 1940, which never came off, 
andathe projected coup de grace 
scheduled to be dealt Russia in 
November, 1941, which was never 
delivered. So that if we can be 
prevailed upon to stop looking at 
the trees of Hitler's tactical suc- 
cesses long enough to see the wood 
of his strategic failures, here at 
least are two decisive moments in 
World War II when the geopolitical 
instrument seemed to be too heavy 
for the “Machiavellian hand that 
held it. 


GERMAN INVINCIBILITY 
To the followers of Gandhi and 
of Jinnah; to the Turkish Laodi- 


ceans; to French Royalists who are 
trying to restore the glories of the 
Oeil de Boeuf by following the ad- 
vice of the Schickelgruber; to 
Spaniards who hope to balance the 
worm-eaten throne of Philipp II on 
the shoulders of the Gestapo; to 
Swede and Swiss, South American 
and Portuguese; and al] ethers whé 
would remain neutral at a time 
when the very word “neutrality” is 
simply a diplomatic synonym for 
ordure, it is high time for us to 
say: 

“Know all men by these presents 
that we the people of the United 
States ‘being engaged in a war to 
the death with the man Adolf Hit- 
ler, all who give him aid or com- 
fort by word or deed in any man- 
ner whatsoever do so henceforth at 
their peril.” 

To be able to say this with any 
degree of success we must be 
Prepared to back it up with e 
victory of our fighting forces, for 

it is only in the field of military 
operations that the geopolitical 
aims of the Axis are to be frus- 
trated. 

And here we encounter what ap- 
pears to be a gigantic and well-

Poland, Norway, Denmark, Hol- 
land, Belgium—each one seized, 
bludgeoned into unronsciousness 
and occupied in the bare time it 
took to solve the logistical prob- 
lems involved in the movement of 
the forces of occupation. 


SIMPLE TACTICS 


And then France! The French 
army, disorganized and in full re- 
treat, was so eviscerated and gut- 
ted by the Sedan penetration as 
hardly to be worth a thought from 
the standpoint of serious strategy. 
All France needed to wash her up 
completely and put her under the 
Nazi heel was some very simple 
tactics, which any general with a 
few armored divisions and the 
most rudimentary knowledge of 
exploitation would have been cap- 
able of applying successfully, 

And it should be noted here that, 
as regards the completion of the 
conquest of France, I am making a 
sharp distinction between strategy 
and tactics. After Sedan and Dun- 
kirk, there was no strategical pro- 
blem whatsoever; there was mere- 
ly a tactical problem of mopping 
up apd consolidating 
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Gains, of tak- ' le

All the terrors that Goebbels and 
Goering could muster failed to 
make the British fies creep, and 
in spite of the portentous huffing 
and puffing of the Nazi wolf, the 
British house stood firm. 

As for the other alternative, that 
the dry Prussian tactical stock 
should put forth the green leaves 
of strategy, even Hitler's demon 
buckled under the strain of produc- 
ing such a Tannhauser miracle. His 
army proved itself incapable of tak- 
ing the one strategic direction of 
all others which would have placed 
a world in his grasp. 

And in a very real sense, if Am- | 
erica wakens in time from her own 
dogmatic tactical slumber, the war 
was lost for Germany on the sands 
of Dunkirk.

LONDON, June 4 — (CP) — 
Civilians whese contributions te 
the country ranged from testing 
aircraft to epening their homes te 
children evacuated from target 
areas were recognized today in 
the United Kingdom list of the 
King’s birthday honors. 

Heading the list were awards to 
Cyril Frank Uwins, one of Britain's 
foremost test pilots, and Frederick 
Ruppert Cherrill, world-famous fia- 
gerprint expert. 

Uwins, now 46, broke his neck 
while flying in the First Great War 
but despite the injury became a 
test pilot and set an international 
altitude record of 8% miles in 1932, 
He was. made an officer of the 
Order of the British Empire 
(O.B.E.).

Cherrill, superintendent of Scot- 
land Yard's fingerprint department 
who is known as “The man. with 
the photograhiic mind” and who 
has worked on all Britain's big 
murder cases for many years, re- 
ceived a membership in the Order 
of the British Empire (M.B.E.). 

The list contained awards to 
694 men and women of England, 
Scotland, Wales, Northern Ireland 
and Malta. ,

There is great need for this insti- 
tution in Northern Alberta, not 
only to house the persons suffer- 
ing from this disease but to make 
available much needed accommo- 
dation in city hospitals now occu- 
pied by the patients that would 
be placed in the proposed sani- 
torium.

There has been an easing up of 
regulations governing building 
supplies, and it is possible that 
the necessary priorities will be 
forthcoming. The problem in 
building this much needed insti- 
tution may resolve into one of 
labor. 

PERCY HENRY, storekeeper: 1 
cannot see any reason why the 
Dominion ‘ building controller 
should not grant the necessary 
priorities to permit the building 
of this sanitorium, Hospital space 
in the city is at a premium. The 
accommodation made available in 
city hospitals through the build- 
ing of the sanitorium would 
greatly relieve this situation.

Gains Award 


Former postmaster et Dawson 
Creek and now serving as an of- 
ficer in the control tower of the 
R.C.A.F, station, Rockliffe, Ont... 
A. W. Sharp was ewarded the 
British Empire Medal in the 
King's birthday honors list. 

He enlisted in the R.C.A.F, Jast 
February. His award was for sav- 
ing a considerable portion of mail 
when his post office caught fire on 
Nov. 25 last. 

A veteran of the First War, Mr. 
Sharp served until 1917 with the 
yeomanary and then transferred 
to the R.A.F., attaining by the end 
of the war the rank of captain. 
Two brothers were killed in the 
First Great War and a third is liv- 
ing in Oran, ‘ 

Mr. Sharp came to Canada and 
Dawson Creek in 1929 and took over 
the post office in the north town 
in 1930 and was postmaster until 
his enlistment in the air force in 
February. of this year. ¢ 

He was secretary-treasurer of the 
Dawson Creek branch of the Cana- 
dian Legion for many years, and 
also served on the town council and 
board of trade and was a lay reader 
in the Charch of England. He was 
a stipendary magistrate prior to 
enlisting. 

Mr. Sharp's parents reside in 
England. His wife and daughter, 
Zeata, are living in Dawson Creek 
but they expect to join Mr. Sharp 
in Rockcliffe shortly.

The Imperial Order Daughters of¢""" 


the Empire at its annual national | 
meeting here Thursday endorsed | 
resolutions calling for creation of a 
land army of men and women 08 | 
meet Canada's farm labor shortage | 
and asked Dominion aid in dealing 
with wartime shortage of sehovl 
teachers. 

The convention was held in ka. | 
monton. | 

The land army resolution pointed 
out the serious shoriage of farm 
labor in Canada and requested the 
federal government “to create as 
ih Great Britain, a land army of 
both men and women and to pro- 
vide a suitable uniform or distin- 
guishing badge for members of this 
proposed land army so that they 
will feel that they, as well as the 
members of the armed services, 
constitute an integral part of the 
war effort.” 

The order also resolved to ap- 
proach the Dominion government 
with the object of obtaining fed- 
@ral assistance in remedying the 
teacher shortage in Canada “by im- 
plementation and co-operation of 
the schemes at present in opera- 
tion in several provincial depart- 
ments of education.” 


PROPAGANDA FILMS 


In another resolution, the 10, 
D.E. resvlved to request the Do- 
minion government and heads of 
the film industry to “ensure a more 
equitable proportion of propaganda 
films and news reels be produced 
and shown depicting the war efforts 
of each of the Allied Nations.” It 
said it was felt that auch filme at 
Present do not give proper em- 
phasis to the activities of the var- 
fous parts of the Empire and each 
of the United Nations, 

It is proposed by the members 
of the National Order to consider 
plans for the establishment of a 
Memorial to the Canadian men and 
women who have died in the de- 
fence of freedom.

J. Penaltice im Case of Employees: 
Penalties are provided for failure on 
the part of any ed man affected, 
to register under this Order, or to follow 
ry pe ar direction to employment, 


and in addition to other penalties, refusal 
to comply renders a man liable to com- 

ulsory labour service in an Alternative 
Desvten Work Camp. 


K. Speeial Request to Employers: 

Each employer with three or more men 
covered by this Order in his employ is 
requested to co-operate by getting in 
touch with the Employment and Selec- 
tive Service Office, to arrange a time for 
the interviews of his employces. 


L,’ Authority: 

This Order is issued under authority 
conferred on the Minister of Labour by 
National Selective Service Civilian Regu- 
lations (P.C. 246 of January 19th, 1943, 
and amending Orders in Council). 


M. This Seeond Order is Additional to 
First Order: 

Employments listed in Paragraph B 
above, declared non-essential in this 
Second Order, are additional to the non- 
essential employments contained in the 
First Order. The First Order, issued May 
4th, 1943, required compliance by May 
19th on the part of employees designated 
under Mobilization Regulations, and also 
of their employers, in the following lines 
of work:—

Although many hay fever victims 
are sensitive to pollens, there are 
other substances capable of acting 
as exciting causes of hay fever in 
those who are susceptible. For ex- 
ample, the face powder, certain 
kinds of ink, feathers, furs and dif- 
ferent foods seem to act as excitiing 
causes in some instances. 

The first treatment advised con- 
sisted of telling the patient to re- 
move himself from the substance to 
which he was sensitive. Thus those 
sensitive to pollens were sent to 
other districts free from pollen. The 
patients having the means to follow 
this advice sometimes received good
